Henry protests his innocence in the

“I was sitting with my friend, Mal­ 
colm Griffith, in the dining room, talk­ 
ing with him over a glass of beer. 
Some one behind my back reached over 
my shoulder and stabbed Griffith. 
I 
did not see the face of the assailant, 
and when I jumped up all was con­ 
fusion. 
“I hit some one and knocked him 
'own. It was the man who stabbed 
Griffith. The knife flew from his hand 
and I picked it up. Instantly there 
were cries of murder and some one 
yelled ‘Kill him!’ They meant me. 
“When I started to get out I was 
knocked down. I raced through the 
parlor and out on the street, the crowd 
following. My face was covered with 
blood. I did not stab anyone. 
“When some one in the crowd said 
‘Look, he has the knife,’ I was sur­ 
prised. I did not know I 
had it 
Griffith told me later that I had got 
into trouble protecting him.” 
Henry exhibited a large bump on 
the side of his head, which he said he 
received in the melee. 
Henry is said to be in business in 
Camden, N. J. He gave his residence 
as 902 Spruce street, Philadelphia. He 
talks with a decided southern accent. 
Following his declaration that Genera 
R. R. Henry was his father and that 
he was here for the anniversary, an 
effort was made to locate the father 
but without success. Inquiry among 
Confederate soldiers fails to reveal 
any knowledge of a General R. R. 
Henry.

Sickness has decreased remarkably 
among the veterans and there are com­ 
paratively few cases 
of exhaustion 
and prostration in the various hos­ 
pitals. 
C. A. Cashman, of New Ox­ 
ford, was treated on Wednesday Cor 
exhaustion at the Emergency Hos­ 
pital and James W. Delap was taken 
o the same hospital suffering from 
heat exhaustion, 
lf there are suffici­ 
ent patients to be removed, a special 
hospital train will Lie made up to-night 
to start the veterans on their way 
home.

Vet Killed by Train on Way from

Captain Harry Hall, aged seventy- 
two years, a civil war veteran from 
Philadelphia, attracted attention here 
on account of his uniform, which was 
that of a member of the 114th Regi­ 
ment, Pennsylvania Volunteers (Col­ 
lis’ Zouaves). The trousers are bright 
red, the fez cap the same color and 
the coat or jacket blue. This unit >rm 
was worn by Captain Hall all through 
his war service, and in the (tattle of 
•ettysburg. 
The Zouaves did heroic 
duty in the Peach Orchard. 
Out of a membership of more than 
1,100 there are scarcely a score of 
them said to be living to-day. About 
a dozen are supposed to lie in Gettys­ 
burg now. and it is Captain Hall’s in­ 
tention to look them up. 
Mr. Hall was regimental color bear­ 
er in the Peach Orchard fight, and he 
ays he was the only one of the color 
bearers left after it. His friend, Mike 
Cannon, was state color (tearer, and 
Hall saw him during the fight, but that 
was the last he saw or heard of him.

Two Nations Meet In Opening 


Engagement 


Berlin, July 2.—The Greek foreign 
minister informed the correspondent 
at Athens of the Frankfort G azette, 
that Greece intended to begin war 
against Bulgaria without any formal 
declaration. 
The foreign minister made the fob 
lowing statement: 
“After Bulgaria has a n g e r e d ail 
the conciliatory steps of Greece by 
t j peat od breaches of treaty and by 
crossing the provisional boundary fix­ 
ed a short time ago, the Greek gov­ 
ernment fe d s forced to give the Ma e- 
donian division of its army the order 
to assume the offensive. 
“ W ar will in this way commence 
without a formal declaration and the 
Greek government will submit a state 
ment in this sense to tile Bulgarian 
government at Sofia. 
“Greece declines to accept Hie re­ 
sponsibility for this war, which un­ 
questionably will have grave conse­ 
quences.” 
Accounts of sanguinary fighting be­ 
tween 
Bulgarian and Greek troops 
were received from Belgrade. Soft:. 
and Athens. According to these dis 
patches hostilities were general ovei 
a battle line two hundred rn leg long. 
The heaviest fighting has beeu near 
Uskub and east of Salonika. 
Each government, whose troops are 
Involved in tile fighting, 
lays

blame upon the enemy. Servia claims 
that the Bulgarians began the attack 
m a r Uskub, while the Greek govern 
ment 
emphatically denied

Greek troops had taken the initiative 
against the Bulgar*.
